royal arm s em blazoned in gold and col­ 
ors in front and royal heraldic devices 
over tho splashboards of the driving 
wheels.

It also held that even the dues are 
inti rest" and that the borrowers, who 
have been paying from 12 to J 7 per cent 
in dues ana interest, are entitled to re­ 
cover or lie credited by all in excess of a 
C per cent interest they have paid.

Flags and flowers were everywhere, and 
the order of the day “God Save the 
Queen” appeared on houses and banners 
without end.

The railway station was 
beautifully decorated in scarlet and gold, 
flowers in bloom and tall, artistic palms. 
“Th** Unpen'* Train.” 
The queen was received at the station 
by the directors of the railway. “The 
queen's train —used for the first time to­ 
day—was drawn ii}) close to tlu* entrance 
door. The magnificent engine*4Queen Em­ 
press, beautifully painted, earned tho 
royal anus emblazoned in gold and col­ 
ors in front aud royal heraldic device® 
over the splashboards of the driving 
wheels.
